Thus the head of a government 
and his chief ministers cling to 
their capital as a sea captain sticks 
to his bridge. 
They’re among the

Abandonment of the German capi­ 
tal would men (I) that Berlin is in 
peril of destruction, and (2) that 
the Prussian militarists are exhibit­ 
ing one of their outstanding char­ 
acteristics—a disinclination to risk 
their necks unless ifs absolutely 
necessary. 
Crisis Is Acute 
We have an illustration of this 
characteristic in the Prussian mili­ 
tary policy that German officers 
shall not lead their men into bat­ 
tle. excepting in case of necessity. 
That tough task is left to the non­ 
commissioned officers. 
The reason 
given for this is that officers are 
difficult to replace, and so should 
direct operations from behind the 
lines where they won't get killed 
There are, of course, variations to 
this 
German officers will fight 
quick enough and hard enough if ifs 
necessary.

Washington, Aug. 18 (AP)—A 25 
per cent increase in the production 
of sport* equipment, due mainly to 
demands of the armed forces, point­ 
ed up sharply today the fact that 
more Americans are participating in 
athletics than ever before. 
The War Production Board dis­ 
closed that 70 per cent of the equfp-

all we can do is make raottons with 
our hands instead of using our 
tongues. 
And these Arabs are a scream.

And it is surprising how 
quickly they learn the English lan­ 
guage. Occasionally you see a pair 
of small children coming down the 
street singing some American song, 
and It sounds rather nice. 
It is a great country for plums, 
watermelons and vineyards.

melon season is nearly over now, but 
most of the Arabs got rich selling 
their fruits to we soldiers. 
The climate is very warm and no 
rain at all, or rather, we haven’t 
had any since we arrived. We also 
have a lot of “pets” around, such 
as musquitoes, ants, snakes and 
scorpions. 
Several nights ago a 
scorpion got Into my bunk, but there 
Just wasn’t room for both.

The interview turn­ 
ed into a recounting of the history 
of the former “dinkey** line with 
the two old residents recalling epi­ 
sodes. pleasant and unpleasant of 
the line back In the days before the 
First World War. 
Severely Injured 
Mr. Rosensteel, who was bom and 
raised near Mt. St. Mary’s college, 
left the Emmitsburg area in 1869. 
He went to Wilkes-Barre where for 
14 years he worked for the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey. 
During that time he suffered frac­ 
tures of the arm. leg and five ribs 
and a broken back when a train on 
which he was working collided with 
another train near Weal Pittston. 
Five men were killed In the accident. 
Mr. Rosensteel worked hard on 
the Central railroad and when he 
came to Emmitsburg later to Join 
the Emmitsburg railway hr found 
Ids habits OI hard work were-need­ 
ed to keep up with the then busy 
little line. 
Mrs 
Gel wicks observed at that 
point that her husband, Neil, found 
little time to sleep while an en­ 
gineer. He was up about 4 o'clock 
in the morning to take the first 
train out at 5:30 o’clock. 
Long Day’s Work 
The train usually made six trips 
a day to Ute junction with the West­ 
ern Maryland and then usually extra 
tripe had to be made in the evenings 
to shift stock so it would be ready 
when the first train was made up 
In the morning.
